THE HENRY McAULEY HOMICIDE, 
Patrick F. Sheskem Acquitted. 


The Recarder’s Court was occupied througb- 
out the larger share of yesterday’s session with 
the trial of Patrick F. Shesken, indicted for 
manslaughter in the homicide of Henry McAu- 
/ ley, Ourreaders will recollect the circumstan- 
ces to have been briefly these.
